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Species IV directed to Fig. 6. 
Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121, the Examiner requires Applicants to 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

Applicants elect the invention of Species I directed to Figs. 
1-3. Claims 1, 3, 5-15, 18 and 23-29 are readable thereon. Since 
claim 1 is generic to all species, the Examiner is requested to 
consider the remaining species upon allowance of generic claim 1. 

Favorable action on the merits is respectfully requested.
